FURIOUS community popular football pitch, 
leaders have condemned A major work operation 
vandals and careless dog had to swing into action to 
owners for damaging a repair Wyke Playing Field 
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in Weymouth after goal¬ 
posts were ripped out of the 
ground and wooden stakes 
dangerously banged into 
one penalty box just hours 
before a children’s match. 

Workers also faced the 
distasteful task of cleaning 
up several large piles of 
dog mess left on the pitch. 

Nigel Brain, manager and 
president of the Victoria 
Veterans side which plays 
on the pitch was outraged 
at the damage and the threat 
to young players. 

He said: “There must 
have been several vandals 
because lifting the posts 
and getting them in the 
ground takes at least four 
men while whoever forced 
the stakes into the ground 


did so to deliberately try 
and hurt someone. We have 
under-13 sides here and a 
child could have been se¬ 
verely injured.” 

Ward councillor Geoff 
Petherick said: “I will be 
informing police about this 
because trying to hurt play¬ 
ers and children is a very 
serious matter. 

“We have worked so hard 
here and a few idiots are 
ruining a lovely facility 
used by a lot of people. 

“I am also concerned at 
the numerous heaps of dog 
mess left on the pitch by 
careless dog owners. 

“It is an offence to foul 
public places such as this 
and we will prosecute any¬ 
one who doesn’t clean up 
after their dog.”

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PHILOMENA Harmsworth is one of many local 
artists working out of studios on St Michael's Trad¬ 
ing Estate in Bridport. 

Having been born in London, Philomena moved 
to Dorset when she was 13. After studying A-level 
foundation at the Camberwell College of Arts she 
completed her degree in technical art and theatre 
design before a successful career as an Art Teacher 
and Scenic Artist. 

Her latest exhibition the "January Nudes" was 
held in Stoke Abbott last weekend. 


■ HAVE you always been involved with art? 

Yes my whole life I was always drawing. I would come 
back from school and just draw and draw all evening. I 
always knew I was going to do art. 

■ WHAT does a scenic artist do? 

I trained as a technical designer and I did a few design 
jobs for the theatre. I had to paint scenery, which was 
quite often backdrops and effects like wood effects and 
marble effects and things like that. 

■ WHAT shows did you work on? 

I did a lot of TV towards the end. I worked on Easten- 
ders, Have I Got News For You, Midsomer Murders. I 
did every series of Big Brother from when it moved to 
elstree studios. I worked on the film Sleepy Hollow. It’s 
hard to remember it all now because it was a long time 
ago. 

■ WHAT were the most fun to work on? 

The most fun has always been theatre, I loved that, which 
is weird because it’s always the least pay, the worst hours 
and the dirtiest workshops. It was always the most cre¬ 
ative jobs though. 

■ WHAT was the inspiration for your latest exhibi¬ 
tion? 

Life drawing is a discipline that every artist does and I 
love doing it. It was a result of a two week period of very 
intensive life drawing sessions in the morning and after¬ 
noon. The poses would range from short poses of two to 
15 minutes to medium poses of 20-30mins and then long 
poses, if I were doing an oil painting or something. It was 
completely varied. I really liked the short poses because 
you can really just knock them out and lots of energy 
goes into it. 

■ WHAT is your favourite thing to paint? 

Last year I was absolutely obsessed with landscapes and 
I just had to keep doing them and doing them. Then I was 
asked to do as a commission and I was sent off to Wey- 
croft Nurseries to meet Veronica and her mad amazing 
nursery. I had a spate of being really obsessed with plants 
then. This year is going to change a bit because so far I 
have been doing paintings but now I am going to do pic¬ 
tures. 

■ WHAT is the difference between a painting and a 
picture? 

It will be something where there is an idea involved with 
more philosophy behind the picture. Last year I was 



doing landscapes and objects and it was just figurative 
painting so I was just drawing what was in front of me. 
This year I have some paintings that I want to do which 
I was dreaming up all last year and there are going to be 
a series of four which I am going to put into the Dorset 
Art Week. 

■ IS West Dorset a good place to gain inspiration? 

It’s fantastic, honestly if it wasn’t for the setup down at 
St Michael’s Studios, I just wouldn’t have really known 
where to start down here. Everyone has been so helpful 
and welcoming. Everybody inspires you with their dif¬ 
ferent styles and philosophies and what they’re doing, but 
even down to really practical stuff like what framer to 
use. 
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■ WHAT is special about St Michael's? 

Just the fact that it’s a real centre, it’s a buzz and it just 
gives you a place to go that’s full of energy and there is 
so much going on there. The organisation of the open stu¬ 
dios is fantastic as well, it’s very professional. The build¬ 
ing is beautiful and I’m sure people come to the open 
studios sometimes just to see what its like. 

■ WHICH artists inspire you? 

Van Gogh has inspired me throughout my life. Picasso 
was a real innovator as well, every painting he did was 
like a new phase of art that people went through. At the 
moment I’m really mad for the futurists. 

The futurists are an Italian lot, there philosophies are a 
bit funny and I’m trying to get through their manifesto. 
It’s a bit strong, I’m not all for war and all that sort of 
thing but I love the art that came out of it, it was very rev¬ 
olutionary. 

I suppose they inspired me before when I went onto to 
do film because they felt that art should have a purpose, 
so they went into sets and things but the actual paintings 
are just gorgeous. 

■ DO you think anyone can be an artist? 

I think you can but you need to work really hard. You can 
definitely learn to draw and if you have the confidence to 
do it then you can do it. Especially nowadays it’s about 
building pictures and it’s more about a visual language. 

You have Damien hirst who pickles sharks and stuff, so 
in that sense, without being too cynical, anyone can be 
an artist. It’s actually about using your visual language 
and saying what you want to say with images. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

I hope it would not be to cliche to say Van Gogh but he is 
like a god to me. I’d love to meet Louis de Bemiere who 
wrote Captain Corelli’s Mandolin. I’ve just finished read¬ 
ing it so I could ask him all about it. He was down here 
last year for the literary festival. My third would be an 
astronaut. I don’t follow them or anything but I’d like to 
speak to them to just see what its like up there in space.

BANNERS were waved, 
whistles blew and chants 
rang out as more than 300 
people held a protest 
march against building a 
green energy plant at Port¬ 
land Port. 

The marchers assembled 
near the island’s Heights 
Hotel and walked noisily 
down through For- 
tuneswell to the port gates 
waving banner such as No 
Oil Palm Energy, Green 
not Greed and Don’t Palm 
Us Off: Save the Rainfor¬ 
est. 

They were protesting 
against W4BRE’s palm 
oil-fuelled energy plant 
which was recently 
granted planning permis¬ 
sion on a 6-5 vote by bor¬ 
ough planners despite 
hundreds of objections to 
the scheme near Balaclava 
Bay. 

Marchers concerns cov¬ 
ered everything from 
claims of a threat to public 
health and the environ¬ 
ment to the impact on rain¬ 
forests being cleared to 
produce palm oil which 
would be used in the new 
plant. 

South Dorset general 
election Green Party can¬ 
didate Brian Heatley said 
at the march that he hoped 
to get the planning permis¬ 
sion overturned. 

He explained: “I have 
made a formal request to 
Secretary of State John 
Denham to revoke the 
planning consent granted. 
He has the power to do so 
if that consent is deemed 


grossly wrong. 

“This march shows the 
strength of feeling against 
the energy plant.” 

South Dorset general 
election Liberal Democrat 
candidate Ros Kayes 
agreed and said: “We hope 
to overturn the decision 
because planning permis¬ 
sion for an identical 
W4BRE energy plant at 
Avonmouth was refused 
planning permission by 
Bristol council because of 
its global environmental 
impact, something Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland plan¬ 
ning committee refused to 
take into account.” 

But planners who 
granted the Portland 
scheme had been warned 
by planning manager Deb¬ 
bie Redding that the sus¬ 
tainability or otherwise of 
the fuel itself and its 
source were not material 
planning considerations. 

One of the march organ¬ 
isers, teacher Suzanne 
Richards of Ventnor Road, 
Portland, was in no doubt 
what people were march¬ 
ing for. 

She said: “No one knows 
what the health effects of 
this palm oil energy plant 
will be on the community 
because it is the first of its 
kind in the country. 

“We are worried that it is 
money first and health sec¬ 
ond and that we are being 
treated as guinea pigs. You 
can see how worried peo¬ 
ple are by the strength of 
support here today.”

Officers added that his body had been found in 
a very overgrown area of woodland near Affpud- 
dle and that there were no suspicious circum¬ 
stances. The coroner has been informed. 

Relatives' hopes were raised when they recently 
found a woodland camp that they believed was 
made by him. 

The site near Briantspuddle contained chopped 
wood, personal effects and David Franklin's name 
was carved into a nearby tree. 

Police said that relatives had been informed of 
the discovery of Mr Franklin's body and added that 
they wished to thank everyone who had helped in 
the search to find him and who had supported the 
family during such a difficult time.

"We believe this is an excellent sign that we are 
climbing out of the economic downturn and that 
it will act as a catalyst to help attract other retailers 
and businesses to the Borough."

DRIVERS in Dorset were targeted 
by police last week as part of the 
Europe-wide TISPOL seat belt en¬ 
forcement campaign. 

Approximately 150 motorists 
were issued with fixed penalty no¬ 
tices for not wearing a seat belt, 
leading to a £60 fine. 

The initiative ran from February 
15th to the 21st in addition to ‘No 
Excuse’, the year-long Dorset 
Road Safe initiative enforced by 
Dorset Police. 

Traffic patrols paid particular at¬ 
tention to detecting seat belt of¬ 
fences throughout the week. 

It is estimated that across the 


country around 300 people a year 
die in collisions who would have 
survived had they been wearing a 
seat belt. 

Chief Inspector Bob Nichols 
from Dorset Police, Specialist Op¬ 
erations, said: “Unfortunately, a 
significant number of vehicle oc¬ 
cupants continue to ignore this leg¬ 
islation and put themselves at 
unnecessary risk. 

“Locally, a collision in north 
Dorset this week involved a rear 
seat passenger who was not wear¬ 
ing a seat belt, allowing him to go 
through the windscreen, causing 
serious injury. 


“Fortunately, he missed the front 
seat passenger and driver who ap¬ 
pear to have been belted in, and 
who sustained only minor in¬ 
juries.” 

The ‘No Excuse’ project will 
continue to focus on those drivers, 
who persist in driving in a manner 
that is likely to lead to fatal or se¬ 
rious injury collisions. 

The emphasis is on driver dis¬ 
tractions (including the use of mo¬ 
bile phones), speed, careless and 
dangerous driving, drink and drug 
driving and seat belts. 

The team operate primarily in un¬ 
marked vehicles across the county.

Chairman of Dorset’s 
Custody Visiting Panel, 
Kathie Emery, said: “The 
job of a custody visitor is 
essential. 

“This is an extremely im¬ 
portant role that checks on 
the welfare of people who 
are being held in custody. 

Two information events 
at the Conference Centre, 
Police Headquarters, Win- 
frith on Thursday, April 
8 th at 2pm and Monday, 
April 12th at 5pm will 
allow interested people to 


find out more about the 
custody visiting scheme. 

These events will enable 
those attending to speak to 
existing custody visitors 
about the role and how it 
fits in with their lifestyle.

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Dog control orders overturned 


A HEATED debate from members of the public and coun¬ 
cillors saw a u-turn in proposed dog control orders at two 
controversial areas in Weymouth. 

The hour and a half long debate during the full Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland Borough Council meeting finally 
saw 18 members vote in favour of forcing dogs to be kept 
on leads in the Nothe Gardens. 

The move was one of three decisions, previously voted 
for by the management committee, which were over¬ 
turned at the meeting. 

Also vetoed was a move to keep dogs on leads on the 
Rodwell Trail and on the recreation ground at Telford 
Close. 

The meeting heard how there had been 31 Voluntary 
Control Orders (dog ASBOS) in the past two years - with 
13 attacks on humans and other dogs reported already this 
year. 

A fierce management committee debate had previously 
decided by 6-4 votes that dogs on the Rodwell Trail 
should be kept on leads. 

The same meeting viewed dog fouling as a “significant 
problem” on the trail “because of the high numbers of cy¬ 
clists and children in pushchairs”. 

The debate saw the overturning of the exemption at¬ 
tempt for the Nothe Gardens with WPBC members agree¬ 
ing dogs did have to be on leads there and from the 
Pleasure Pier to Bowleaze during winter months. 

The dog control issue, which first came up in 2008, saw 
1,656 residents, of which 59 per cent were dog owners 
and 40 per cent were not, take part in the consultation 
process - three to four times the normal response.

Although it was felt most irresponsible dog owners 
would ignore the new orders, it was believed they would 
give the authorities the power to effectively control the 
problem. 

IN total four separate orders were voted on by 
Weymouth and Portland Borough Council under 
the banner of dog control orders. Authorised of¬ 
ficers now have the power to enforce the legisla¬ 
tion on any person in charge of a dog that fails to 
adhere to the orders. 

Order 1 It is an offence for owners to fail to clear 
their dog's mess from land on which the order ap¬ 
plies. This order excludes a dog owner whose dis¬ 
ability hinders their ability to pick up the mess. 
Order 2: It is an offence to fail to keep the dog on 
a lead in the designated areas. Failure to do so 
could lead to a fine. 

Order 3: It is an offence not follow an authorised 
officers direction to place a dog on a lead to pre¬ 
vent nuisance behaviour. 

Order 4: It is an offence to take a dog onto, or 
allow it to enter or remain on a designated area 
including children's play areas, greens or recre¬ 
ational facilities between May 1 st and September 
30 th .

Lower council tax rise 


THE rise in council tax for Weymouth residents will 
be the lowest in 14 years after a strong Conservative 
contingent voted against proposals to hike the costs to 
2.91 per cent. 

A Tory whip saw councillors at Weymouth and Port¬ 
land Borough Council’s annual budget meeting quash 
the Liberal Democrats proposal and instead vote for a 
two per cent rise for 2010/11. 

The rise will see residents in Band B housing have 
to pay an extra £4.07 a year making the annual bill 
£208.10. 

Brief Holder for Finance and Assets Councillor Peter 
Chapman said: “The budget process is long and in¬ 
volved. We do have tough choices but we have to 
make the correct decisions. 

“The last year two years have been tough financially, 
especially for those on the bottom rung. 

“But it’s a little to late, so let’s leave the money with 
the public.” 

Liberal Democrat Councillor Howard Legg had pro¬ 
posed the 2.9 per cent raise after concerns were raised 
at a previous meeting about the levels of money allo¬ 
cated for repairs and maintenance. 

“We have a history of not facing maintenance and 
ignoring it,” he said. 

“In the middle 80’s we spent millions on hotels be¬ 
cause we had ignored maintenance. 

“The pavilion and old town hall are in a terrible sit- 
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uation because we haven’t maintained them. I’d rather 
pay a half pence this year than three or four pence next 
year.” 

An extra £200,000 was added to the base rate for 
general repairs and maintenance throughout the bor¬ 
ough. 

The total council tax charge includes certain amounts 
paid to: Dorset County Council, 69.7 per cent; Police 
10.7 per cent and Fire Authority 3.6 per cent. WPBC 
take 15.96 per cent.

Simple meals can be easily learnt 
and will save people a lot of money' 

HOW to butcher a chicken to provide portions for 
four different meals was just one tip during a cook¬ 
ing demonstration with a difference on Portland. 

Community food champion Tony Gibbons was 
showing how people on a limited budget, who per¬ 
haps can't cook, can learn to prepare fresh food 
which is cheaper and better for them than buying 
ready meals which cost three times as much. 

Tony, a volunteer with the Training and Learning 
Company, staged his demonstration workshop at 
theYMCA in Reforne. 

There he used a £5 chicken to create the backbone 
for four meals including Thai chicken curry, chicken 
and bacon parcels, chicken and pineapple stir fry 
and chicken and leak soup. 

His workshop certainly impressed Kim Campbell 
from Woolcombe Road, Portland who said:"You can 
always learn new things and if you can save money 
at the same time, great. I do cook but new ideas are 
always welcome."

He said:"Cooking is easy, and learning a few simple 
meals is a lot easier than people wasting precious 
money on ready meals.

Relief road treasures on show

AN ALADDIN’S cave of archaeological treasure recov¬ 
ered during works for Weymouth’s new relief road is to 
go on show in the town. 

The free exhibition in the Ocean Room at Weymouth 
Pavilion runs from March 21st-23rd. 

Displays will include ancient skeletons, Iron Age pot¬ 
tery, shale jewellery and many other finds recovered from 
the relief road site. 

Archaeologists from Dorset County Council and spe¬ 
cialists from Oxford Archaeology will be on hand to dis¬ 
cuss the finds and answer questions about the 
excavations. 

County senior archaeologist Steve Wallis said: “Some 
people will be unaware of the scale of the archaeological 
work on the relief road. 

“Before work started, archaeologists investigated the 
Ridgeway Hill area between October and December 
2008. 

“This was followed by the discovery in spring 2009 of 
an Iron Age settlement on Southdown Ridge, south of Lit- 
tlemoor and then the unique mass burial pit on Ridgeway 
was uncovered last summer. 

“The three sites are totally different to one another and 
hopefully residents will get a real flavour of the variety 
of finds by coming along to the exhibitions.” 

Oxford Archaeology project manager David Score said: 
“It’s been a pleasure for us to work on the Weymouth re¬ 
lief road and we’re looking forward to sharing our find¬ 
ings so far with Dorset residents. 

“Two skeletons from the Ridgeway burial pit will be on 
display alongside Iron Age jewellery, pottery and remains 
from one of the other 100 burials discovered on the site.” 

County council leader Angus Campbell said: “This is a 
truly exciting event for residents across Dorset to come 
and share in. 

“It is not often that remarkable finds from across such a 
wide historic time period are displayed in a free event for 
the community.” 

The exhibition runs from 10am-5pm on March21st, 
from 9am-8pm on March 22nd and from 9am-8pm on 
March 23rd.

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Temporary diversion to

centre, there are also safe pelican cross¬ 
ings near the police station on Dorchester 
Road and near Spa Road. 

“Please don’t leave crossing the road 
until you reach the roundabout as there 
will be no crossing facilities in the imme¬ 
diate area.” 

The path is being closed so that Dorch¬ 
ester Road can be tied into the round¬ 
about, which will be done at off peak 
times under stop-go boards. 

Elsewhere on the scheme, a short section 
of traffic management will be in place at 
the Dorchester end of the A354 as work 
starts on the cycleway between Stadium 
Roundabout in Dorchester and Manor 
Roundabout in Weymouth. 

Temporary traffic lights may be in place 
during off peak periods of the day. 


Keeping trees safe and healthy 


COUNCILLORS are 
backing a new tree policy 
covering the whole of 
Weymouth and Portland. 

The policy aims to pre¬ 
serve, improve and in¬ 
crease tree stocks within 
the borough. 

Parks and open spaces 
manager Carl Dallison told 
a meeting of Weymouth 
and Portland policy devel¬ 
opment committee that 
there would be several 
benefits. 

These would include in¬ 
creased value of trees to 
the community, the devel¬ 
opment of a standard 
maintenance programme 
and an accurate assess¬ 
ment of the quality and 
quantity of stocks. 

Mr Dallison raised a 
laugh when he said “more 
people are killed each year 
by their trousers than their 
trees”! 


He added that owners 
have a specific responsi¬ 
bility through routine 
checking to make sure 
their trees are safe and 
Weymouth and Portland’s 
proposed new policy “will 
give a marker for that”. 

Numbers are generally 
declining in the borough, 
he said, and it was impor¬ 
tant to educate people 
about trees. 

He added: “If we can’t 
get private owners to value 
their trees then we are 
lost.” 

Highway trees will revert 
to Dorset County County 
control in April, he said, 
and the borough needed to 
look at protecting such “at 
risk” trees. 

He added that existing 
policy means trees are 
only removed if they are 
“dead, diseased, dying or 
dangerous”. 


Mr Dallison said: “Trees 
have a key role to play in 
biodiversity particularly in 
urban areas. The street tree 
scene, while it does not 
host very well, does allow 
wildlife to move around.” 

Councillor Joy Stanley 
said: “I am very disap¬ 
pointed to hear that street 
trees are going back under 
the control of Dorset 
County Council. I just 
hope they have as good an 
attitude to them as we do.” 

Members recommended 
the new tree policy for ap¬ 
proval by management 
committee colleagues and 
after the meeting Mr Dal¬ 
lison said: “The support in 
there was superb. Trees are 
so significant in Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland be¬ 
cause we have so few and 
everything must be done to 
protect what we have.” 


Chamber president is re-elected 


DORSET county councillor Nigel 
Reed has been unanimously re¬ 
elected president of Weymouth and 
Portland Chamber of Commerce, In¬ 
dustry and Tourism. 

The chamber's 83 rd annual meet¬ 
ing at Banus, Weymouth, began 
with a minute's silence in memory 
of past president and chief execu¬ 
tive Joan Bliss who died last year. 

Mr Reed told members it had 
been an interesting year and he felt 
good progress was being made. He 
also welcomed new members and 
new ideas on the executive com¬ 
mittee and thanked business break¬ 
fast organiser Anna-Maria Geare for 
the enormous success of the events. 

Chamber secretary Michel 
Hooper-lmmins said a glossy mag¬ 
azine was being planned as "a pub¬ 
lic relations tool" to be distributed 
widely to Weymouth and Portland 
businesses. 

He also told members that bi¬ 
monthly meetings had been agreed 
with the council to initially involve 
five from the chamber and five 
council officers to discuss topics of 
the chamber's choice starting in 
March. The first topic to be dis¬ 
cussed is how the council can en¬ 
courage and promote business in 
the town.

Motion to allow free 
parking for 'green'cars 

"GREEN" vehicles could be allowed to park in 
Weymouth's streets and municipal car-parks for 
free in a bid to curb air pollution. 

A notice of motion was proposed by Councillor 
Tim Monroe and will now go to the Weymouth and 
Portland Borough Council's management commit¬ 
tee for discussion. 

It was put forward that the council consider free 
parking for all electrically powered and non-emis¬ 
sion mechanically propelled vehicles. 

The notion stated:"Free parking for the qualifying 
vehicles will be a clear statement that the Borough 
ofWeymouth and Portland is proactive in the man¬ 
agement of pollution and particularly those gases 
that may contribute to climate change or affect 
local health and well being. 

"It will encourage by incentive, vehicle owners to 
consider moving from carbon fuelled vehicles to 
those powered by less damaging fuel." 

The notice of motion follows reports by the View 
from Weymouth that WPBC had previously de¬ 
clared Rodwell Road (Boot Hill) as an Air Quality 
Management Area after it exceeded government air 
quality standards for nitrogen dioxide levels. 

A government report earlier last year also found 
King Street was nearing the government threshold 
for dangerous quantities of the pollutant, which is 
generated through exhaust fumes. 

It is hoped that new measures in Weymouth's 
Transport Package 2012 will cure the problem, be¬ 
lieved to stem from the south bound traffic stop¬ 
ping and starting up Boot Hill towards Wyke 
roundabout.

Fire service to reduce footprint 


DORSET Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service are to spend 
around £150,000 in a bid 
to decrease its carbon 
footprint by 15 per cent 
in the next five years. 

DFRS has launched its 
first ever Carbon Man¬ 
agement Plan to identify 
a number of projects and 
initiatives that will 
achieve a carbon reduc¬ 
tion and avoid more than 
£684,000 over the five 
year life of the plan. 

The plan has been vali¬ 
dated by the Carbon 
Trust and approved by 


the Dorset Fire Authority 
and aims to look at the 
service’s current carbon 
footprint and recommend 
ways to reduce it, whilst 
ensuring all actions gen¬ 
erate realistic financial 
paybacks. 

DFRS currently pro¬ 
duces 1,918 tonnes of 
C02 emissions as a base¬ 
line figure (2008/09) - 
through both buildings 
and transport. 

Councillor Rebecca 
Knox, Dorset Fire Au¬ 
thority’s lead member for 
environmental sustain¬ 


ability, said: “Although 
this output is comparable 
with similar sized fire 
and rescue services 
within the South West re¬ 
gion, we have made a 
firm commitment, along¬ 
side those neighbours, to 
reduce this within five 
years.” 

DFRS’s three key focus 
areas are to strengthen 
their leadership of carbon 
management, to reduce 
energy usage by chang¬ 
ing our ways of working, 
and to invest in energy 
efficiency measures. 


From St Helena with love 


DORSET Fire and Rescue Service has 
been presented with a plaque of thanks 
from the fire service and people of St 
Helena after a fire engine was donated 
to the island last October. 

The hand crafted wooden plaque, 
which is in the shape of St Helena, was 
presented to Chief Fire Officer Darran 
Gunter and chairman of the Dorset Fire 
Authority Chris Bulteel by Simon Mar¬ 
tin, Law Enforcement Advisor for the 
Southern Oceans. 

It depicts the Wirebird, a rare bird 
from the Plover family which is indige¬ 
nous to the island. 

Chris Bulteel, said: “We were very 
pleased to be able to offer this appliance 
to the people of St Helena. 

“I understand that it has already been 
used on several occasions to support the 


islanders in their emergency safety 
work. 

“We are also delighted to receive this 
beautiful plaque which will have pride 
of place in our display cabinet at head¬ 
quarters.” 

The fire engine which has hose, lad¬ 
ders and hydraulic cutting equipment on 
board, left Portland on the Royal Mail 
Ship (RMS) St Helena on October 1st 
last year. 

The 14-year-old appliance, which 
formed part of the service’s rolling re¬ 
placement programme, was donated to 
the island as they lacked a suitable ap¬ 
pliance for the type of incidents they in¬ 
creasingly have to attend. 

• St Helena is an island in the South 
Atlantic Ocean and one of the British 
Overseas Territories. 



£123.57 for a Band D 
property will increase by

West Dorset District 
Council leader Robert 
Gould said the authority 
is trying to keep council 
tax bills as low as possi¬ 
ble to help people cope 
during the recession. 

For example, all 
charges in West Dorset 
District Council car 
parks are to be frozen 
next year. 

At the full council 
meeting which set the 
district council’s budget 
on Tuesday of last week, 
Councillor Gould said: 
“Our budget has three 


major messages. 

“Limit the council tax 
rise to one per cent to 
help residents in West 
Dorset weather the cur¬ 
rent financial climate, 
freeze general fees and 
charges for the same rea¬ 
son, and to make provi¬ 
sion in our reserves to 
deal with expected cuts 
in government grants 
from 2011 onwards. 

“We have worked hard 
to keep our finances 
strong, but we need to 
work harder to be ready 
for when it gets really 
tough next year. 

“We are preparing to 
defend our services and 


adapt to a radically 
changed public sector.” 

West Dorset District 
Council collects the 
whole council tax bill 
from local people, but 
only keeps around eight 
per cent of the total. 

The rest is passed to 
Dorset County Council 
(£1,168.29 at band D in 
2010/11), police 

(£180.00), fire (£60.39) 
and town/parish councils 
if they make a charge. 

West Dorset District 
Council uses the money 
it keeps from the average 
bill to help pay for more 
than 70 services includ¬ 
ing refuse and kerbside 


recycling collections, 
housing services and 
street cleaning. 

Last month Dorset 
County Council mem¬ 
bers agreed on a 2.97 per 
cent increase for 
2010 / 11 . 

This figure marks a 
smaller year-on-year rise 
for the third budget run¬ 
ning, but will avoid the 
need to make significant 
service cuts over the next 
12 months. 

It brings the county 
council’s charge for a 
band D property to 
£1,168.29 - an extra 
£2.81 a month. 

In his budget speech, 


county council leader 
Angus Campbell warned 
that with the UK facing 
an unprecedented annual 
deficit, the next few 
years would be “ex¬ 
tremely testing” for local 
government and that sig¬ 
nificant change was in¬ 
evitable. 

But he added: “Such 
change is a huge oppor¬ 
tunity to improve how 
things are done and to 
better serve those who 
depend on us.” 

The council has set a 
net budget of £278.4 mil¬ 
lion, an increase of 3.95 
per cent on 2009/10. 
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Joan's'Potpourri of Poems' 


IN venues across West Dorset JOAN ROBINS is considered to be the 
county's answer to Pam Ayres. 

Her witty poems take a sideways glance at the problems that affect the 
people of West Dorset and cover everything from the invasion of city 
folk to shopping trips to Marks and Spencers in Yeovil. 

After a 12-year absence Joan has decided to publish her third and final 
book of poems. Joan is best known for her playful poems but her latest 
collection, "A Potpourri of Poems", also highlights her skill at tackling 
the more sensitive subjects, in her most varied offering yet. 

Here she talks to TOM GLOVER about why this will be her final book. 


F OR more than 20 
years Joan has 
been known for her 
poems and her talks and 
readings have always 
proved popular in com¬ 
munity halls across the 
county and further afield. 

Despite her reputation 
it wasn’t until her mid 
fifties that she first put 
pen to paper. 

“This all started when 
my grand daughter, who 
is 31 now, used to come 
and stay and ask me to 
tell a story. She used to 
give me three totally un¬ 
related objects and I used 
to make up these stories 
and she loved it,” Joan 
recalled. 

“I did actually write 
them down and send 
them off but it is a very 
difficult market to get 
into, writing for children. 

“They didn’t get any¬ 
where but that did per¬ 
suade me to put pen to 
paper and the poems 
were just kind of inciden¬ 
tal to them at the time.” 

Joan began to write 
poems and verse for 
friends on birthdays and 
special occasions but it 
was at a low point in her 
life that poetry really 


helped her through. 

She said: “In 1989 my 
dad died and I wrote a 
poem for him which was 
really quite an emotional 
thing to do. All the time I 
was writing it I was in 
floods of tears. Lots of 
people from the family 
read it and I think it did 
us all quite a bit of good 
to actually express feel¬ 
ing in a poem. 

“After that I don’t 
know quite how it hap¬ 
pened but one day I was 
just sitting quite quietly 
by myself and I suddenly 
had this idea of my first 
poem, ‘over exposure’, 
and from then on they 
just seemed to keep com¬ 
ing and I do not know 
how or why. 

“I don’t know where it 
comes from and I wonder 
why it didn’t come to me 


till I was in my fifties. I 
don’t think it would have 
mattered if I started ear¬ 
lier, I don’t think I would 
have ever been Pam 
Ayres.” 

But to many of her 
local fans that is what 
Joan has become and it 
was their encouragement 
that first made her decide 
to release her first book 
back in 1992. Especially 
members of the Beamin- 
ster After Eight Club, 
which she attended at the 
time, who were particu¬ 
larly keen to see her 
work published. 

Joan said: “I was a bit 
funny about it at first be¬ 
cause I do like to read 
them myself and I do 
think that poems need to 
be read aloud to get the 
full expression and it’s 
quite cringe making if 


somebody starts to read it 
and it’s not how you want 
it to sound. It’s terrible 
really but the trouble is I 
am so protective of them, 
they are like my chil¬ 
dren.” 

In 1992 Joan published 
her first book “Poetic In¬ 
justice” complete with il¬ 
lustration from her 
husband Dick. Joan had 
500 copies printed at 
Creeds Printers and now 
just two remain. 

There was an absence 
of six years before Joan 
returned with “Poetic In¬ 
justice 2”. 

A collection focused on 
Dorset and its changing 
seasons, once again illus¬ 
trated by her husband 
Dick. 

“I thought that was the 
end of it but just recently 
in November last year I 
suddenly said I want to 
do another book,” said 


Joan. “I’d still kept writ¬ 
ing but I thought if I 
don’t do it now then I’m 
not going to be able to 
do it anymore. I had got 
quite a lot of poems al¬ 
ready to go and I wrote 
several more to go into 
the book. 

“We decided to have a 
change of title this time 
and as it is a complete 
mixed bag I called it a 
potpourri of poems 
more easy to read verse 
and the inspiration be¬ 
hind some of it because 
some of them were in¬ 
spired by different local 
people.” 

The latest collection 
features poems inspired 
by her local Bradpole 
Post Office, her two 
Cavalier King Charles 
Spaniels alongside her 
winning entry in the 
Dorset WI Poetry com¬ 
petition. 

Despite her popularity 
Joan doesn’t like the 
term “poetry” and takes 
great pride in the fact 
that her poems are to the 
point and rhyme in per¬ 
fect verse. 

She said: “I have 
found now that a lot of 
people say I love your 
poems because they all 
tell a little story, or 


they’re jokey, we can 
understand what it is 
your saying. 

“Modern poets don’t 
like things that rhyme 
and to be honest with a 
lot of them the message 
is not immediately ap¬ 
parent to a lot of the or¬ 
dinary hoi polloi. 

“There is a place for 
modern art, music and 
poetry but hopefully 
there is still a place for 
conventional poetry. 
They do all rhyme and I 
am not ashamed of that 
because I think people 
like them. The fact that 
the books sell is an indi¬ 
cation in themselves that 
they are not bad.” 

Joan insists that at 75 
this will be her last book 
but she doesn’t intend to 
give up her readings 
anytime soon. 

“I’m always happy to 
give talks and readings,” 
she said. “I tend to start 
of by telling people how 
I came to write in the 
first place and then in¬ 
tersperse it with poems. 
Some people bring 
along poems and have a 
go at writing them 
themselves and it makes 
for a really nice 
evening.

■ The Duke of Monmouth landed at Lyme Regis 
on the 11th June 1685 to challenge King James' 
claim to the throne, following the death of Charles 
II. He assembled an army in excess of 3000 men 
and marched to Sedgemoor in Somerset. 

He was defeated by the King's army in less than a 
month. Around 1300 were taken prisoner. Five 
Judges came to Dorchester with the infamous 
Judge Jeffreys, whose reputation was that of the 
'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685, 312 cases were heard in the 
Oakroom at the rear of the Antelope Hotel; of these 
292 were sentenced to death. Only 74 were exe¬ 
cuted, with 175 transported, 9 were fined or 
whipped and 54 were discharged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his eye on promotion - 
was later made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and William of Orange 
landed in Torbay, Jeffreys was captures and impris¬ 
oned in the Tower of London. He died in 1689 
while awaiting trial, prob¬ 
ably of natural causes. Ru¬ 
mours at the time said he 
has been poisoned while 
in the Tower and that his 
body had been returned 
to Dorchester and walled 
up in the Courtroom - 
now the Oakroom. 

This 17th Century Oak 
panelled room has been 
carefully restored to main¬ 
tain its character and orig¬ 
inal features. 

Today it is called The 
Oakroom and is a delight¬ 
ful tearoom, with a peace¬ 
ful, tranquil atmosphere, 
replicating the style and 
service of a Lyons Corner 
House. 

The Oakroom of today 
serves a variety of light 
meals throughout the day, 
lunches and of course, 
Dorset Clotted Cream Teas.

A forgotten legend 


PETER Green. How many of you know that name? Probably not as many 
as, say, Eric Clapton or Jimmy Page, but Green is as good - if not better - as 
any guitarist to come out of the British blues explosion in the Sixties. 

There certainly wasn't any doubting the audience at Exeter's Phoenix 
Arts Centre on Saturday night knew who he was. For they witnessed a 
show that - not that long ago - no one could even dream would happen. 

Life didn't work out as well for Green as it did for his now legendary con¬ 
temporaries. There was a time when Peter had the world at his feet. He 
had it all; the looks, the voice and most definitely the sound. 

His guitar playing was lauded by all his peers with, perhaps, his greatest 
plaudit coming from blues icon, B. B. King, who said: "He has the sweetest 
tone I ever heard; he was the only one who gave me the cold sweats." 

Green made a name for himself playing with John Mayall's Bluesbreakers 
before going on to front the original Fleetwood Mac (long before the pop 
fueled sound of Rumours) when they were the quintessential British blues- 
rock band. 

Although Peter is still hailed by aficionados of the blues, he certainly 
doesn't have the status he deserves. But that's probably for the best. He 
couldn't handle the acclaim he received at the time, and bowed out of the 
spotlight before he could secure the iconic status of his peers. 

He was diagnosed with schizophrenia and spent time in psychiatric hos¬ 
pitals undergoing electroconvulsive therapy in the mid-1970s. After 
threatening his accountant with a shotgun in 1977, he was sent to live in 
an institution. 

Although he made a brief comeback at the end of the decade, he had a 
relapse in 1984 and didn't attempt to truly get his career back of the 
ground until the late-1990s. 

Peter is now with a new group he put together last year, and that was 
the band that played Exeter at the weekend. Unfortunately, I can't report 
on the entire show as the group didn't make it on stage until gone ten- 
to-ten, and I had a train to catch at 11 pm! 

But just to see Peter Green perform in the here and now felt like a near 
miracle. And the adulation and love he received from the audience was a 
privilege to witness. 

However the mark of his drug-addled youth was clear for all to see. Peter 
barely looked at the audience - let alone spoke to them - for the entire 
show. He left the banter to his excellent rhythm guitarist and front man, 
Mike Dodd. 

But Green's guitar playing is still phenomenal, even though I couldn't 
see any of it (Peter played the whole gig sat down with a stand holding 
the lyrics completely blocking my view!). His voice is also surprisingly 
strong, with age perhaps making his vocal sound even better for singing 
the blues. 

It's no greatest hits show, with the set list focusing on fresh renditions of 
Peter's personal blues and soul favourites, and you have to make al¬ 
lowances - like at a Brian Wilson gig - that you should just think yourself 
lucky you've been given the opportunity of spending an evening in the 
company of a true great. 

This is a man who replaced Eric Clapton in the Bluesbreakers at the age 
of 19. Wrote the likes of 'Black Magic Woman', 'Man Of The World' and, of 
course, 'Albatross'. Whilst his contemporaries have made millions and con¬ 
tinue to sell out arenas all over the world, Peter's content to be playing to 
loyal but small audiences in arts centre venues around the country. And 
for that, we should be thankful. _

Earthquakes, geology and geography exhibition 


WHILE Sherborne House is still unavailable as an exhibition venue, Sher¬ 
borne House Arts is continuing to stage exhibitions in Galleries and Arts 
Spaces across the region. Its most recent collaboration is with Bridport 
Arts Centre which is hosting Earthscapes: Geology and Geography. This 
show capitalizes on the resurgence of interest in landscape-based work 
rising out of current concerns for the environment, global warming and 
the erosion of the coastline around the UK. In work ranging from painting 
and photography through to land art and environmental projects, six 
artists explore their relationship with the land. Some big names in the con¬ 
temporary art world are showing alongside work of considerable local in¬ 
terest. Richard Harris, who makes large-scale environmental sculpture will 
provide visitors with their first opportunity to view his models for the Wey¬ 
mouth Relief Road commission. Harris has been working closely with Skan- 
ska who are developing the road and has proposed a sculpture which will 
create a dramatic sense of arrival into Weymouth. He plans to use the ex¬ 
cavated stone from the deep cutting which has been carved into South- 
down Ridge, re-positioning a number of the larger stones. The stones will 
rise above the ground on both sides of the road along curved lines which 


follow the geological strata. 

Devon based artist Tania Kovats will be showing a sculpture which relates 
to Tree which was part of her winning commission for the Natural History 
Museum, celebrating the 200th anniversary of the birth of Charles Darwin. 

Mariele Neudecker is probably best known in the UK for her striking con¬ 
densed mountain, lake and forest landscapes in glass display cases, which 
were exhibited at Tate St Ives. These will be seen at Bridport in photo¬ 
graphic form. Large format landscape photography by Stephen Vaughan 
and photographs of Kate Raggetts drawings on landscape using stones 
and fallen apples will be complemented by Bath-based Jeremy Gardiners 
multi layered paintings which explore the geology of the Jurassic coast. 

The programme includes Gallery Talks with exhibiting artists and a sem¬ 
inar which will bring together artists, geologists, landscape archaeologists 
and geographers. Please contact the Arts Centre for further details of sem¬ 
inar and talks.

Review :The Colour of Nonsense 


THE fantastic Forkbeard trio of Ed Jobling, and 
brothers Tim and Chris Britton put on a mes¬ 
merising show full of exceptional visuals, clever 
audio effects and a captivating, humorous story 
at the Marine Theatre on Thursday (February 
25th). 

The semi-autobiographical tale was based 
around main characters Line (Tim), Scuro (Ed), 
and Splash (Chris) who all work at Cutting Edge 
Conceptualist art studio. There were various 
other larger-than-life characters, including villain 
Angstrom, brilliantly portrayed by both Tim and 
Chris, and agent Hermione, played by Tim, but 
also appearing through the use of excellent pro¬ 
jection. 

Line was a worrier who takes great pleasure in 
his comic book, creating near-to-life caricatures 
of the other staff at Cutting Edge Conceptualists. 
His character also doubled up on narration du¬ 
ties at times, which helped to explain the back¬ 
ground of the characters well, and was nicely 
backed up with videos and slides.Tim's portrayal 
of the character was superb, and his timing was 
faultless, even during some clever crossovers be¬ 
tween live action and recorded sound and video. 

Splash was a tongue-in-cheek look at concep¬ 
tual artists, rarely producing any substantial 
work and never finishing a project. Chris man¬ 


aged to give the character a slightly arrogant, 
deluded side, whilst his dealings with his co¬ 
workers kept the character likeable, if not inten¬ 
tionally frustrating. 

Scuro was a very interesting, slightly secretive 
character. He plays a much smaller role in the 
story, but Ed's portrayal gives a feeling there is 
more than meets the eye. With less dialogue 
than the other characters, his subtle facial ex¬ 
pressions bring his character to life at times. Ed 
was also in charge of a lot of the important 
sound effects, including the buzzing of Cedric 
the fly, and voicing and controlling parrot pup¬ 
pet Dolly. 

The story, set about 100 years in the future, 
was based predominantly in the artists'studio, 
and began with the artists working on individual 
projects for an upcoming show, 'The Colour of 
Nonsense'.The show is getting closer and closer 
- each character blissfully unaware of exactly 
how close the it is. The pressure heaps on the trio 
and they are soon pulled from the exhibition. All 
looks bleak in the office, and after getting 
hideously drunk, Splash makes an agreement 
with arch-nemesis Angstrom. The deal sees 
Angstrom commission a genuine invisible art¬ 
work, and if Splash fails, Angstrom would be 
given his prized aphid (the only one left in the 


world!). Madness ensues, seeing the Cutting 
Edge studio reach new levels of success, the art¬ 
work going on display, and then a non-believing 
child pointing out that, infact, it doesn't exist. 
Angstrom comes to collect his reward for the 
failings of Splash and co, but meets an unfortu¬ 
nate end thanks to Cedric the fly and Dolly the 
parrot. 

'The Colour of Nonsense' is an intelligently 
thought out story with an interesting concept, 
which really does explore the themes men¬ 
tioned throughout the story; basically that be¬ 
lieving is seeing. The use of clever visuals and 
props, often simple, but always effective, kept 
the show engaging.The interaction between the 
cast members was smooth and the perform¬ 
ances were believable, possibly due to the semi- 
autobiographical nature of the plot. The humour 
throughout the show really shined and is a tes¬ 
tament to the writing skills of the team - the au¬ 
dience were frequently laughing aloud at the 
dry-wit and slapstick gags, and the brashness of 
talking parrot Dolly. 

'The Colour of Nonsense'was the second show 
that Forkbeard Fantasy brought to Lyme Regis, 
and let's hope they'll be back sooner rather than 
later.

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BOB BUCKLER RACING 


SAWYER DILEMMA FOR HANDICAPPER 


HANDICAPPER Stephen Hindle was left with 
a difficult decision after The Sawyer's bril¬ 
liant run in finishing third to Monet's Garden 
in the Grade 1 Betfair Ascot Chase recently. 

Beaten just 3 !4 lengths by the evergreen 
12-year-old trained by Nicky Richards, Buck¬ 
ler claimed it was the best race of his 10- 
year-old's life, but it gave Hindle a huge 
problem on how to assess the situation. 

An incredibly durable character, Monet's 
Garden has now won in all eight seasons 
he's been in training, but it was The Sawyer's 
performance against horses rated as much 
as 301b higher than himself that caused the 
difficulty. 

Hindle said: "Whilst Monet's Garden was 
clearly back to form in this 2m5f110y event, 
the race proved very problematic to rate as 
The Sawyer, rated 139 going in, finished 
only three and a quarter lengths behind the 
165-rated winner. 

"Monet's Garden was eased and, at 12 
years of age, probably isn't improving. Hav¬ 
ing said that, with Albertas Run, who fin¬ 
ished second, officially rated 163, there was 
a case to put up The Sawyer to a new BHA 
(British Horseracing Authority) rating as 
high as 160 - which was pretty difficult to 
believe about a 10-year-old already on a ca¬ 
reer-high mark. 

"Very few races cause such a problem as 
to provoking me into seeking a second 
opinion, but I felt I had cause to call Head of 
Handicapping Phil Smith for his advice, only 
to find his line engaged. No more than a 
minute later, my phone rang and it was 
none other than Bob Buckler, asking what I 
was thinking of doing to his horse! 

"We put our respective cases forward. 
Buckler pointed out that Oh Crick and Here- 
comesthetruth, fourth and fifth respectively, 
had both underperformed. That was a view 
I agreed with, but it still didn't solve the 
problem that the 139-rated The Sawyer had 
got within around three lengths of two 
horses rated in the 160s! 

"At no point did I feel comfortable with 
going 160 on The Sawyer, but a rise of just a 
few pounds was simply not an option. I 
eventually decided to have Albertas Run, 
who hadn't been at his best in recent starts, 
running to 155, reproducing what he did in 
the Peterborough Chase a couple of outings 
earlier, and settled on a new rating of 148 
for The Sawyer. This was a little higher than 
Mr Buckler wanted but at least leaves open 
the handicap option at Cheltenham." 

Buckler said;"l guess it was a compromise 
that suits both parties. It would be a lot to 
ask at his age if he were rated much higher, 
and to be fair this is the handicapper's job 
to make races as even as possible. Under the 


circumstances he shouldn't have got close 
according to the handicap, particularly as 
Nathan (Sweeney) was not claiming his 71b, 
but that is what makes racing so interesting; 
the unexpected." 

Despite his new handicap mark, next stop 
for The Sawyer is the £80,000 Byrne Group 
Plate on the Thursday of the Cheltenham 
Festival where Sweeney will once again be 
aboard. 

Sweeney's got the 
bit between his teeth! 

NATHAN Sweeney was unsure what he 
wanted to do when he left school. 

Brought up in Rathcormack in County 
Cork he owned a pony and went hunting, 
but unsure what to do so decided to study 
a business course in building construction 
to get some qualifications. 

However an opportunity to work with 
trainer Adrian Maguire at his stable in Lom- 
bardstown, County Cork, turned his focus to 
racing. 

During the 18 months that he worked for 
the former jump jockey who won over 1000 
races in the UK, he gained his amateur li¬ 
cense and rode a couple of point-to-point 
winners, before another jockey Gerry Sup¬ 
ple recommended him to Bob Buckler. 

He was invited to Buckler's Henley stables 
for a few days at the end of May last year be¬ 
fore joining full-time in late July as the yard's 
conditional jockey. 

His progression since then has been al¬ 
most meteoric with Channel 4 Racing lav¬ 
ishing praise on his riding prowess during 
their coverage of Ascot and Cheltenham. 

Whilst this has done the quiet, affable 
Sweeney no harm at all, Buckler has kept his 
feet firmly on the ground. 

"He's hard working, polite and gets on 
with everybody in the yard which is great," 
said Buckler. 

However he is keen not to see Sweeney go 
the way of many conditional jockeys who 
are often worked hard around the yard and 
given rides on the less gifted horses as a re¬ 
ward. 

"He does the usual jobs around the yard 
but is very good at schooling some of the 
more difficult, young horses. 

"I have made him no promises long term, 
but I am determined to give him every op¬ 
portunity to make it, and therefore am try¬ 
ing to manage him to avoid some of the 
pitfalls. 

"Many conditionals find themselves riding 
the less gifted horses which either finish 
down the field or maybe fall and the jockey 
loses confidence.

Sweeney has I 
ridden five win-* , .. _ 

ners for Buckler* Nathan Sweeney 
this season in¬ 
cluding one of the stable favourite's I Hear 
Thunder to an 8 length victory in his first 
ride at Fontwell in October. 

He has also piloted The Sawyer to two vic¬ 
tories in January as well finishing third be¬ 
hind Monet's Garden recently in the Grade 
1 Betfair Ascot Chase. He has also claimed 
victory on Mizzurka and Ballygulleen as well 
as riding another stable favourite Double 
Dizzy into second place. 

As a result he has lost 31b of his 101b origi¬ 
nal allowance and now rides with just a 71b 
advantage. 

"The rides have given him confidence, 
shown his ability and got him noticed, 
which are all pluses for both him and the 
stable." 

His ability has alerted other trainers who 
are keen to ride their horses, but once again 
Buckler is cautious. 

"Some just want to use his weight advan¬ 
tage to help a struggling horse, and once 
again that is not conducive to his education 
or indeed the horse," said Buckler who has 
only allowed him to ride for next door 
neighbour Simon Burroughs for whom 
Sweeney won on Lavenoak Lad last week. 

"When he has around 15 winners it will be 
time to start allowing him to ride for other 
trainers assuming the horses are suitable. 
He drops to just 51b allowance when he 
reaches 25 winners." 

Sweeney said: "I am very grateful to the 
boss and the owners for allowing me to ride 
such good horses, they have all been very 
good to me. I didn't expect to be riding such 
good horses so soon, and it has certainly 
boosted my confidence. 

"It's been a great experience riding horses 
like The Sawyer in a Grade 1 race and doing 
so well, and its all good for my cv. 

"Everyone around the yard has been fan¬ 
tastic, and on the racecourse all the jockeys, 
even the most senior have been very sup¬ 
portive and friendly."
